EXCITES FREE PRESS 

Winnipeg Liberal Paper Talks 
on Subject of Separate 
Schools. 



Winnipeg, July 10.— Tho Manitoba 
Free Press, which last week on behalf 
of the provincial Liberals made a 
rather sensational onslaught on tho 
fc'deral l^iheral party, for alleged be- 
trayal of Manitoba interests in the 
mailer of the Ajiesworth bill, today 
nails its standtird to the mast as un- 
alterably opposed to the introduction 
of the separate school principle into 
the province along with the new ter- 
ritory to bo taken in to tho north and 
oast. It says In part as follows: 

"The resolutions as sot forth In 
parliament should -. be fairly satisf ac - 
tory t<) thenpieople of.Manltoba, but it 
Is suggested iri a sehtence rti our Ot- 
tawa despatch that other considera- 
tions than those mentioned in this 
document may have to bo taken into 
account, 'The question of provision 
of separate schools in the now terri- 
tory is also left over,' aays tho de- 
spatch, 'and the contentious details 
in this respect will be one of the big 
iiroblems of the next session of par- 
ll.ament ' 

"W'e do not imagine that this will 
be a contentious matter, either this 
si^ssioii, next session or any other 
.session; because It'Hs unbelievable that 
the Dominions governpaent would en- 
tertain for a minute the Idea that a 
contilutlonal innovation of tho kind 
suggested should ba imposed upon tho 
Jlanitoba legislature with respect to 
tho added territory. Any pr.iposl- 
tion of this nature by the Dominion 
govornmetit would be followed by a 
political explosion, tlio conscfiuences 
of which We do not at this moment 
care to conteniplate. We are very 
well aware that meddlesome ultra- 
montane busybodies havo been liop- 
Ing that they may be able to mtiko 
out a technical case for a provision 
for separate- schools In the new ter- 
ritory to bo added to tho province, 
but we do not think that there Is any 
leading member of the Dominion gov- 
ernment who Is In sympathy with 
them. The existing laws of the pro- 
vlnoo must be extended without lot 
or hindrance to tho new arori. Wo do 
not believe that tho Dominion gov- 
ernment will propose any stipulation 
limiting the freedom of tho province, 
but should It he ma'Je there will bo no 
fiuostlon about the position which tho 
legislature of Manitoba, with the elec- 
tors of the province behind It, wll! 
take,"

The convention adjourned ; at 3.50 
this morning until. 1 p.m. after having 
been In session, coptinuouuly for m^ro

Mr. Kern fop Vice President. 
The convention concluded Us iatcrs- 
late this afternoon by the nomiiatlDn- 
of John Worth Kern, of Indiana, for 
vice president, completing the ticket 
on which William Jennings Bryan was 
made the nominee for president dur- 
ing the early hours of this morning. 
The nomination of Mr. Kern was mado 
by acclamation artild the resounding 
cheers of delegates and spectators. No 
ballot was necessary, as the tide of 
eeritlment had set ln"r Irresistibly to- 
ward the IridlanavMndidate soon after 
that state registered Iti • delegation In 
his favor,, and all other candldatea 
withdrawing. 

Tlie convention, after adjourning at 
daylight with tho nomination of Mr. 
Bryan, resumed its session at 1 p.m. 
with a powerful undercurrent already 
In motion towards tho nomination of. 
Kern for -second place. On the call ofl 
atates, Indiana presented tho name of 
Kern. Colorado, through former Gov-' 
ernor Thomas, placed in nomination,' 
Chas. A. Towne of^ New. York, Con-i 
nectlcut presented Archibald McNelU.i 
and Georgia, Clark Howell. The names' 
of Judge Gray of Delaware ■ and of' 
John Mitchell of Illlhois • were noti 
presented owing to the c explicit re-' 
quests of these gentlemen not, to Saver! 
their names go before the- conveiitlbn. 
For a time It looked as though a bal- 
lot would bo required, but the- steady 
lino of states which Joined In Becohd-I 
Ing Kern's nomination soon made- It I 
apparent that the chances of all othec^ 
candidates had been extinguished:' ■■ 

Jlr. Towne was the first candidate 
to recognize tho decisive nature of the 
Kern movement, and in a ringing 
apeech lio withdrew his name from 
considoiatlon and pledged himself to 
.support Kern. Withdrawals quickly 
followed from tlio supporters of Howelli 
of Georgia, and McNeill of ConnectU 
cut, leaving the Indiana candidate 
alone in tho field. r Tho withdrawal of 
the Connecticut candidate was accom- 
panied by a motion that tho nomina- 
tion of Kern bo made by acclamation.

Coasting Laws. 
iMir many years past the Canadian 
PoastuiK I..aws hax'e been -suspendeil in 
these waters and forelfjn \'C'KseiH have 
lin n allowed to carr;.' frclKlit originat- 
ing in Canada and destined for anoth- 
er Canadian port. But for thjit sus- 
pension tlie city of \'ietorla would have 
seriously -<uffored In the past in eon- 
seriiicnce of an Insufficlenc.v of Can- 
adian vessels. This condition, liowov- 
er, has happily changed and last month 
this boarcl expressed tlie opinion that 
the lime had arrived when the Can- 
adian coasting laws should bo Inforc- 
cd. The Dominion governmont ivas so 
advlsod and on :!2nd of June the com- 
missioner of customs notified all col- 
lectors of customs, at seaports in Brit- 
ish Columbia that: 

"On and after 1st August, IflOf;, the 
regulations set forth on pases 19 and 
■^0 of Memo. linS-B'wIU apply to goods 
duty ])ald In Canada and the Cana- 
dian products and manufactures car- 
ried b.v v.'ater route bcuveen any sen- 
port in British Columbla'^and a Pa- 
cific port In the United States ^outh 
of British Columbia. 

"Such goods when transported by 
water from the United States unless 
carried in British rcgistorod vessels 
^hall, on arrival in Canada, be dealt 
with .as Inipoi'ted goods. 

"I'anadian customs officers arc in- 
struclcfl not to sign or certify an\' 
customs manifest for the transporta- 
tion of the said goods b.v watc'r route 
as In bond or free, on and after Ist 
August, 1908. except when the goods 
are carried In British registered ves- 
sels." 

Pilotage. 

There has lieen praetlcall.v no change 
In the pilotage situation during tlic 
past twelve montlis as this board suc- 
ceeded in preventing the jiroposcd 
new t.ariff condng into force, under 
wdiich the charges for idlotage of largcj 
freighters would have h^^fu greatly in- 
cre.iscid while for some months the 
business of the port has been carried 
on efficii'ntlj- by four Instead of five 
pilots. The special committees which 
has been cngaKed on this matter for 
r)ver three years recently submitted 
n report, appended hereto, summariz- 
ing the whole procecdlnB.s to that date 
;ind In adopting the report the board 
thanked the committee and requested 
them to continue their worlt. The 
committee will continue to act and re- 
j cidve the hearty support of the board 
' until the port of Victoria In the mat- 
ter of pllotag-e derives the full bene- 
fits of natural advantages which are 
not equalled at any other port on the 
Pacific coa"3t. 

Terminal Freight Rates. 

CiincurrenI with the issue of a new 
freiglit tariff tiy the Canailian Pacific 
Railw,-ir ccmipany, In Oelolier last, the 
differ'.-ntlal charged on N'ictorln sliip- 
nients w.-is removed and the cily now' 
enjoys ilie same terminal frrdght rates 
.IS other ports on the British Colum- 
bia coast, thus bringing to a succoss- 
ful conclusion the long continued ef- 
forts of this board of trade in that 
direction. 

Bills of Lading and Claims.

governinunl was approached lor 
gram in aid of a suitable display o.t 
iSritish Columbia and adjacent terri- 
tory products. The flrat. upplictttion 
was disposed of by an ■iutltnutlon that 
a volu during thu preSoni' session ' of 
parliament would -oi ' early 'enough, 
r'urtlier reference was withheld accor 
dingty, but, nuiwithstandiiiB tretiuoiit 
recent reminders and petitions, this 
board has yet to learn of any money 
beliib' voted for that purpose. Thu 
geneial opinion Is ihut ir an oiiportun- 
uy ollereu neater the eastern Canadian 
in-u\-in(;es for the display of the Jiro- 
ilucta of that section a suitable vote 
of niuney would have been made ere

'•'ihat iho Alaska- Yukon-Paciilc ex- 
position to be held at Seattle in the 
state of Washington in the year 1809 
Is tu bo devoted, among other things, 
to a demonstration of the natui'ul re- 
sources, manufactures and other pro- 
ducts of British Columbia und the 
Yukon territory. 

"Tliat ijrc'ijuratlons tor the exposition 
are being made on an extensive scale, 
and large apiiroprlatlons have been 
made by tlu: legislature of the state ot 
Washington and the congress of the 
United ritiUes, 

"That liicnasing interest Is being 
taken all o\'ir the world in that part 
of the- continent usually spoken oi as 
'tile PacUic iierihwest," which includes 
this province and the Yukon, and that 
many people will \isli tbo exposition 
for the purpose of learning what the 
country nus tu offer in llie way of op- 
portunities for settlement, exploration 
and investment. 

"That if no udcquat'o representation 
Is made of tlie resources and advan 
lages of Western Canada, not only will 
a valuable oppcrtunlty be lost of mak- 
ing them known to the public, but 
Caiiadti will he placed at a dltaavaii- 
tage In comparison with other parts ot 
the Pacliic northwest. There will un- 
iloubtedly be private exhibits, hut these 
will necessarily be limited in volume 
and varletj-. 

"That advantage will be tulicn of the 
exiiositioii by the peoidu or Heuttle lo 
press llie olaiiiis O'f lilelr city as the 
trade headquarters of the Paclllc coast 
and as tin; natural centre of traiis- 
i^acilie trade, and your memorialists 
suhiiilL that a special effort ought to 
be made to demonstrate the advan- 
tages possessetl by Canadian cities in 
ljuili tile aoove respects. 

'lour memorialists respectfully siig- 
ge.-;i tlnil it is imiiorlaiu that r.o oii- 
portunity, by whicii the great resources 
Lit esteni Canada, the growiiii; sys- 
tem of transcoiilinenial railway con- 
iieetlon acro.-,s Canada, the commercial 
iiidepeiiaence of Canada, and the abil- 
ity of tlie l^anadlan people tu supply 
eyerything necessary lor the deveioii- 
inent of llieir own country ought to 
be allowed to pass umniprovcd, but 
that on the occasion .of the loriii- 
comlng exjiosltlon when the attention 
uf people all the world over will he 
invited 10 the Paclllc iiorlhwest, there 
ought to be an unmlstakablo denion- 
straiion not only of what the Caiiaduin 
part of tliLs great and rapidly advanc- 
ing area has to oiftr to settlers and 
others, ljut of the aiillty of Canadian 
inerehaiits, transiiurtation lines and 
business men generally to meet all the 
reiitiiremeius uf their country that is 
being- opened up to colon izatiun and 
enterprise. 

"Your iiiiMiiorialists therefore res- 
pectfully reipust that an appropriation 
may be made liy the jiari lament ot 
Canada to secure the adetiualu re- 
presentation of the province, Yukon 
and other parts of Western Canada at 
tile e.\:posltlon above referred tu."

advance In certain lines, iiotalile in ' 
fruit growing. The acreage i\:d(M' 
fruit was Increased by over 50,000 
acres, so that the lolal orchard area i 
at the close of l!i07 amounted to more i 
than 1 00,000 acres. \-aneou\'er Island 
shared in this Increase to an aiipre- ; 
ciable extent, but no \'er.\' iiiaiked ad-' 
ditlons to Island orchards may lie 
looked for until larger areas of land 
an; cleared of timber. The formation 
of the Victoria Fruit Growers asso- 
ciation should give uu impetus to tho 
fruit industry as It will enable the 
growers to dispose of their croiis lo 
the best a'dvantage and at less expense, 
the grading and packing being attend- 
ed to by experts employed by the uj;- 
so( latlon, tlius relle\diig ihe individu- 
al member from the alternative of pay- 
ing high wages for 'skilled hidp or 
saeriflclng a considerable portion of 
Ills jiroflts. Great Improvement has 
been made In the Island m-idiards. 
Many old and diseased trees have been 
destroicd and replaced by new stock, 
selected to secure the best results from 
the soil and climate. 

Although tho dates of the Dominion 
Exhibition at Calgary and tho agri- 
cultural exhibitions at Reglnn, Bran- 
don and Winnipeg are too early to per- 
mit of a dis])la.v of apples, poars, 
plums, etc., thi- government has decid- 
ed to send exhibits of fresh strawber- 
ries, cherries, gooseberries, currants 
and other small fruits, and it Is grat- 
ifying to note that no less than ten 
local growers are contributing to the 
collection. 

Shipments arc so arranged that fresii 
lots of fruit will arrive at Galgary ami 
other iiolnts daily, thus insuring the 
best pos.sib;e display. The exhibits at 
tlie \'arious exhibitions Will include 
preserved fruits, forestry and natur- 
al history siueiinens. and large pho- 
tographs of Industrial and agricultur- 
al scenes. 

British Columbia fruit again won 
tho highest premiums and commenda- 
tions in Great Britain, tho provinee 
being awarded tho Gold Medal (first 
Iirlzc) of the Boyal Horticultural So- 
ciety, London, .\'o\-a Scotia being vee- 
nnd and Ontario third; also tho Gold 
Medals at Kdinburgh and Shcffljld ai.d 
the sih'er medal at the Crystal Palace, 
London, wlillo liullviduai cxiilbilora 
won eight silver and four bronzo med- 
als. 

Labor Conditions 

Labor conditions Improved during 
the year tlirouKli the arrival In the 
province of a large number of experi- 
enced farm hands, many of whom en- 
gaged with farmers and fruit grower.s 
for the i)urpose of stud,\'ing local meth- 
ods of work before iiu'estlng In land 
for tliemsolves. A great many bo\'s 
and young men of British birth eager 
to learn agriculture, have taken pl.aees 
formerly filled by Chinese and Jap- 
anese and in consofpience the latter 
have considerably moderated their de- 
mands for high wage;;. The do'.nesll,; 
service (piestlon, li.i\\o\'ei-, remains 
unsolved but for all reports this Incon- 
venience exists everywhere in Xorlh 
America. 

The construetion of thv Alberni 
branch of ihe Ksriuini.ilt and Xanaimo 
Railway comi)an.\' has attracted a great 
deal of attention to A'ancouver l.-d.ind, 
and the bureau of jirovinclal infornia- 
tlon is In receipt of hundred.^: oi' lei- 
ters from all ])arts of thi> world, aslc- 
Ing inforniation regarding the island 
nnd its resources.

Salmon Fisheries. 

The Provincial salmon catch during 
i;i07 was, on the whole, very disap- 
poinling, a total of only 547,459 cases 
including 3M,01T cases .Sockeyes be- 
ing' sec-ireil, compared with a total of 
i;2;!,-U10 case.s including Ifdl.CT'J cases 
Sock-eyes, in Pmc The Socheye i)ack 
of the fraser river onl\' amounted to 
,",'.», .SI"] cases which clearly demon- 
strates the serious extent of the de- 
pletion of the sockeye fishing, and, al- 
so, iinlortunately, shows little if any 
result from past oiicratinns al the 
hatcheries. .Such returns cannot lie 
otliere.ise than ■,iniirolita))le lo the 
caniierii'S, conser] ueii I l.v oiil;.' eight of 
these eslabllshmenls 'ivill be opened on 
the Praser River this year, and theso 
more with a \'ie\v of liiddiiig together 
their fishing and carrery cresvs for 
111 xt season, which is the big year, 
than with ihe expectation of making 
anj- pr<d'it. At northern ISritish <."o- 
luinhla iioints there- was, generally 
speaking, an average run, and a con- 
siderably larger puclc would ha\o been 
secured at .Skeena River, but for a seri- 
ous shortage of labor, especially "f 
fishermen. Particulars of the various 
packs will be found In the appendices. 

As regards the trap-fishing in the 
.Straits of San Juan do Fuca, in which 
Victoria Is specially interested between 
five and six hundred tons of largo red- 
spring *!almon were caught, and mlld- 
eured in this city for export to Ham- 
burg, tiie other salmon being either 
sold to the local fresh fish markets 
or to tho canner,v wdiUdi was o]ierated 
at tho outer wharf.

Dominion government has just Issued 
new fishery regulations, rescinding .'all 
general fishing regulations . for,, this 
iirovlncd heretofore estabUshed' by ■ or- 
ders tn council. The new- regulations 
necessitate, a license being, first, secure 
ed for all salmon ■packing' establish- 
ments, increasing , the . clcis^ . .time " at 
many point's, ' curtail the ^leftgth,' and 
depth of gill nets at others,' also the 
fishing limits in different streams; but, 
owing to' the lateness of tho season 
and to all such gear having already 
been prepared to old dimensions, it 
has been found to be impracticable to 
place many of these restrictions into 
effect this season. 

The Provincial government, app.ir- 
ently bent ujion asserting Us rights, 
had also previously Issued soniowhat 
similar regulations, Including the 
licensing of canneries and fishermen; 
but In some respects the respective 
regulations conflict, and In view ot 
such discri^pancies and tho hardship 
of tho doubli; taxation now imposed 
u]ion canners and fi.sliennen It soems 
lo this board lo be Incumbent upon 
the two governments to speedily arrlvo 
at an agreement having in view tha 
ending of so anomalous a position 
which nuist act adversely and unjust- 
ly lo the inibllc interests.

' Tho Minister of Fhuuico is alway.s 
Interesting wtien lie addiesHcs the 
Board of Trado and yesterday he \va.s 
particulniiy so. The keynote o£ hia 
speech was a strong and rcaaonablo 
optimism. Ho was able to .qive a prood 
report of thinKS as they are, and I'elt 
jusliliod in proKnostlRatlnK a yet more 
prosperous future. In directing atten- 
tion to tho fact that Canada stood the 
recent ilojire.ssion better than any 
other country in tlie world, and that 
of all parts of Canada lirltlsh Colum- 
bia, held her own moat jJUCces.sfuUy, he 
spoke upon something we all know, 
luit It is a distinct a«l\-antaK0 to have 
\hp. fact liniutrlit out so ilrlinitely hy 
ihp stat(Mncnt of tho Finance Minister 
of the province, whose ofhclal position 
keeps him closely In touch with busi- 
ness conditions. .\s a representative of 
Va lu'tnncr antl a..; a nuMnl)er of the 
S^overnnient, Caiitain Tatlow could not 
very well go further and aay that of 
nil parts of British Columbia Victoria 
liad stood tho stress of linanclal strln- 
Kcncy tlie best, hut we are able to add 
thi.s expression of opinion to his, for 
we know It cannot be successfully 
cdntracllcted. 

The most Intere.itlng statement 
made by the Finance Minster was bis 
estimate of the total production of Bri- 
tish Columbia Industries for the past 
year. He puts the value at upwards 
of SOS.OnO.OOO, a total that can hardly 
be equalled by any population of L'50,- 
000, no matter from what part of tho 
v/orld they may be seg-regated. ■ No 
country ba.s anything like such an im- 
mense jjer capita production as Bri- 
tish Columbia, and when to thi.s we 
add the fact that our imports and ex- 
ports amount to the vast siim of $48,- 
000,000, which Ms nearly $200 per head 
for every man, woman and child in 
the prox-inee, and rellect upon the 
wonderful rate 6t Increase shown dur- 
ing the past flvi^ar six ^aris, ivo have 
certainly as a^^pti^ple^'good catiso for 
thankfulness for what we now have 
and of hopefulness of what Is in '.store 
. for us. 

^ Captain Tatlow laid emphasis upon 
tho Importation of farm products that 
can just as wi'll. and In many cases 
better, be raised at homo. Tliere are 
millions of dollars' worth of such pro- 
ducts consumed in tho province. Among 
them wc note milk, cream and butter. 
Under the wise policy of pnco\irage- 
ment extended by the provincial gov- 
ernment in the iiast. a i)oliey inau- 
purnted by .Mr. ,1. II. Turner, tlian 
whom no man better apiireciat<>d the 
agricultural possibilities of the pro- 
vince, the importation of butter has 
been reduced; but there is a wide 
vnarBin yet to be covered, and we 
doubt the ability of our present farm- 
ing population to keep up with the de- 
mand, that will be occasioned by the 
influ.x of penjilo, no matter how hard 
thr-y may try. Dairying presents in 
this provjnco one of the most profita- 
ble openings that can be found, not 
only In British Columbia, but In thp 
■(vhole of Canada. Hand In hand with 
dairying fruit growliiK inarches, also 
hoB raisins and the production of beef. 
There. are millions of dollars sent 
abroad every year that could just as 
well be hopt at home, if people could 
only sec llieir way to embark In dairy- 
ing on a large scale. 

The observations of the Finance 
Minister in regard to tho lumber In- 
dustry were interesting. It l.s sati.sfac- 
tni-y to know that tliere arc' sit;ns of 
Improvement already visible. It is 
also satisfactory to know that the gov- 
ernment has In contemplation a policy 
of forest ])reservatlon and I'eforesta- 
tion. We hardly ex]iect any develop- 
ment along these lines in the Imme- 
diate future, for time will bo nooea- 

' pary to formulate a suitable scheme; 
but we repeat It Is gratifying to know 

, that the government has the matter In 
mind. 

Captain Tatlow must have taken 
some plensure out of his ability to re- 
port tho excellent results of the immi- 
gration conducted under tho auspices 
of the Salvation Army, and in telling 
the Board that It had materially as- 
sisted in remedying the •.■ihortugc of 
farm laborers. This plan wa.s his own, 
and ho persevered in carrying it out 
to ■ the end, notwithstanding the 
Btrong adverse crUlclsiii directed 
agalnst?it. Nothing but Iho groat con- 
'fidenco the members havo in his 
MtTong, practical common sense enab- 
led lilni lo secure their assent to his 
Ijrojiosal to assist immigrants tlirou[.;li 
the agency of the Army, and he is en- 
titled to all the (Credit which attaches 
"to" the success ho Is now able to chron- 
icle. 

■J'lin condition of the inliilu.t; and 
fishing Industries justilled favorablo 
•icomment, and it was pleaalng to hear 
the rinance Minister of a, Conserva- 
tive government give unaualilled ap- 
ju-obatlo'i to the act of tho Liberal 
federal government In regard to tho 
j(ad bounties,. "We. hope their Qontlnu- 
pnce for ft term of ycars-.w^U h'ti|ye tb^ 



effect intended by the federal house 
and anticipated by Captain Tatlow. In 
regard to tho nsherles, he expressed 
himself with great moderation, al- 
though It cannot be said that the Do- 
minion has shown a dl.^posltlon to 
meet what the province regards as a 
ju.stiflable view of its rights. It is 
satisfactory to be told that there is 
in sight a reasonable probability that 
all outstanding questions will be equit- 
ably adjusted. ■ 

The afcrogoingr matters certainly 
nmkc a very encouraging showing and 
aro calculated of Uiem.selves to pro- 
duce an optimistic feeling in every- 
one's mind; but when to them wo 
add the magnlllcent promise of tho 
crops in the Prairie provinces, and 
think what this means fop British 
Columbia, one's blood must be sluggish 
indeed If it Id not stirred to something 
like enthusiasm over the outlook for 
the province. 

ELECTION LISTS. 

Wlien the Election Bill was Intro- 
duced Into the House of Commons, tho 

Colonist was one of tho tew papers in 
Canada to direct attention to the fact 
tliat what it proposed was a compieia 
departure irom the traditions of the 
Liberal party, which had contended 
that each province should have tho 
regulation of its own franchise. The 
Conservative party had been identified 
wltli a contrary view of the case, and 
it is indicative of the thlni^s tjroUKht 
about in tlie wiilrllgig of politics that 
the Conservatives should bo found 
fighting against federal control and 
the Liberals for It. These things, and 
others like them, and they are by no 
means as rare as they might be, nro 
enough to make the average Canadi.an 
voter wonder "where he is at," when 
It comes to a question of party alle- 
giance. The Colonist, having long ago 
declared itself In favor of provincial 
control, finds no difficulty In endors- 
ing the policy pursued by Mr. Borden 
not only in concrete c.-ises before 
parliament in which a grave prirci- 
plu was involved apart altogether from 
tho general question, but as a matter 
of public policy. We believe that each 
province should determine the quali- 
fications of voters within its owr. bor- 
ders. It is undesirablo that there 
should be two voters* lists in a prov- 
ince; that Is the man who has a right 
to vote for a member of the local leg- 
islature ought to have a right to vote 
for a member of the House of Com- 
mons. It is more in consonance with 
tho federal idea, on which Confeder- 
ation l9 based, that tho Hats should be 
prepared by the provinces and not by 
the Dominion. We concede at the same 
lime that tho Dominion Parliament 
may very properly have a vuic-; in the 
a,r^anglng of ttio lists ftfr the purpose 
of' Dominion ' electldnv'and this Is as 
far as the Bill now before Parliament 
goes in that regard. Wo regard tho 
attitude of the Conservative party on 
this very important question as ab- 
solutely correct. It may not be exact- 
ly in harmony with Us attitude in 
times past; but Conservatives are not 
Bourbons. They have not forgotten 
how to learn. Under .Mr. Borden'M 
skillful leadership his party has not 
only placed Itself right on a matter 
of principle, but it has made a strong 
bid for grciiter pojiularlty. 

A NOTABLE INCIDENT 

Wi: liave already made reference to 
an oditorial in the Winnipeg Manitoba 
Free Press relating to the surrender 
on the Election Bill. The tolegraphlc 
synopsis, which was all that was then 
available, gave a very good Idea of 
its meaning, and there does not si-em to 
1)0 much of Importance to add now 
that we havo tho paper itself at hand. 
The most important thing about tho 
Incident Is tho exhibition of a spirit 
of independence on the part of the 
Winnipeg paper, v. lilch Is nil the more 
striking because tho Winnipeg Freo 
Press is understood to speak for Mr. 
Clifford SIfton. After reading the ar- 
ticle carefully, wo liavo concluded that 
.what it really me'ans is tliat tlu! Free 
Press desires to save the faces of 
those whom it speaks for, in view of 
the backdown of the government. Thn 
evident expectation of the Manltob,-i 
Liberals was that they would olit.iln 
control of the voters' lists. Indeed 
that was not disguised. Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier admitted as much, for we And 
him saying as long ago as the month 
of Mas': "Mj' honorable frl"nd from 
Mar<iuclto and other honorable gen- 
tlemen on tho opposite of tho House, 
do not want this law pass'?d, because 
if It were passed, it would give the 
preparation of tho llst-^, not to their 
own friends, but to our own friends," 
and he did not deny that this was 
what the bill meant, although he fol- 
lowed uji the words quoted by a sug- 
gestion that a non-iiartlzan revision 
might be secured. Tho Free Press does 
not deny that tho intention of the ori- 
ginal bill was to vest tho control of the 
lists in the Liberals. It is therefore 
profoundly disappointed. 

Tho incident is notable chiefly be- 
cause it is one of the few illustratiruis 
of an unwillingness on the pari of a 
paper supporting Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
to accept without question whatever 
lie chooses to do. This in It.ielf Is a 
good thing, althoURli one could wlsli 
that the si)irlt of independence had 
been evoked by a more worthy objenl. 
Nnlurally tho effect of Its declaration 
win be vli'wed from different Htiind- 
polnls Ijy different peuiile. Soiu(! \vlll 
see in It evidcnco of the disintegra- 
tion of tho Liberal party, and we 
think thoro Is grout)4 for that, al- 
though to what o.xtont thOjdlBliitegra- 
tlon will go Is not very /easily, deter- 
mined jusL now. Somo;;fancy thoy see 
In it the. 'ilghs of . wlial; ^Ih^ 
SUtonlan revolt," it is .wlthlii the pos- 



sibilities . that tho ^oxr.mtnlster may 
have come to the conclusion that tho 
timo Is ripe for him to take a little 
revenge for the manner in which lie 
was ousted from the cabinet Some 
have supposed they could see In It a 
hid for the Liberal leadership by Rlr. 
SIfton, but ho can hardly expect to 
make an Issue of a general character 
out of u matter so purely local. There 
was a suggestion some timo ago that 
Mr. SIfton might form an alllanco 
v/itli tho Conservatives, but that was 
a political pipe dream. On the whole 
the incident looks moro like a slap 
la the face administered by Mr. SIfton 
to his leader, whlcli may or may not 
lead to open hostilities. Polities not 
only makes strange bed-fellows, but 
leads to .=<trange C(jmpromlse3.

There Is no more loyal Vic- 
torian tlian .Mr. Leiser. Ho Is al- 
ways ready to fight tho battles of tlie 
city, and as one of our most enter- 
prising busine.-JH men and the head of 
one of the largest concerns in tiie 
province, it Is fitting that he should 
be placed in the office of president 
of the Board of Trade. 

The Colonist wishes the I3oard a 
very successful year. It knows that 
it.-: work is done onlj' through tho 
sclf-saerlflclng spirit of Its member.-, 
who devote many hours to the public 
affalr.q coming before it, although in 
tho very great majority of cases they 
have no greater Interest In them than 
any other people In tho city.

It Is the vast 
railway and canal jinliey tlial has 
brought this about, t'atiltal, encour- 
aged by the sight of our vast inland 
ways by sea ;iiid liy land, has not been 
afraid to jdaee the largest .^ti'.aniers 
on our lakes, and today tliiTi- Is no less 
a sum than $140. (Kill, OOii iiui'steil In 
our Inland navigatinn. Tliis, ilieri'fore. 
Is why v.'e command tlie tr.altle of lakes 
from Superior and .Miidiigan to the At- 
lantic ocean. 

"What will, therefore, be our posi- 
tion when we will iinvo compleled tlie 
Georgian Bay canals? \\'.. arr also 
liromised a railway to Ilud.snu B.i\, 
and La Presso has already designated 
I'ort Churchill as the New Orleans of I to fac 
thti north. With the Georgian Bay 
canal. Montreal will be tho New Y'ork 
ot the future, and with a port open 
ton months of tho year on the coast 
of Labrador, our commercial situation 
will be quite as Imporetant in America 
as is that of the British Isles In 
Furope. 

"Let us. tlierefore, <M-lelirate in a 
most worthy manner Ibis eonfederalion, 
wltlinui, which Canada would be still 
two small provinces, out of which 
iiorhing gnat or small could have 
possibly evo|\-ed."

The Morning Post says: ■ Of all in- 
dustries agriculture is the mo.st 
severely affected by the increasing 
weight ot local taxation, which was 
discussed In tho IIouso of Ijords on 
Wednestlay and yesterday. Attention 
was called by the iilarl of Onslow to 
the additional responslbillt le.-j and 
llnanclal burdens which havo been im- 
posed on local authorities during re- 
cent years. The tenor of tho debate, 
to which Viscount St. Aldwyn, Ijoid 
Flt'/inaiirice, Ijord Balfour, Viscount 
Wolverhampton, and the Earl of 
Crowe also contributed, seoin.s to sliow 
a general opinion that a largo propor- 
tion of tho e.xpendUurOj now defrayed 
out of local rates ought ,t6 bo 6(l)ared 
against, national taxation; .'i'hls could 
be accomplished cither . by Increailng 
the subsidies from the o.\x-hequer 
without relieving tlie burden of local 
administration or by transferring to 
tho national government some ot the 
duties now resting on local bodlcj, 
which would relieve both local taxa- 
tion and local administration. Ijord 
Onslow was right In suggesting that It 
would not be necessary to broaden the 
basis of taxation. Meaiuvhilo the re- 
adjustment of this taxation on the 
lines proposed by tarllt reformers 
which Is included in "broadening the 
basis of taxation" would afCord ■ an 
appreciable measure of relief to the 
agriculturists, who can provide them- 
selves with corn, dairy produce, and 
meat, but cannot grow tea, sugar or 
tobacco. Apart from the actual s;iv- 
itig of la.valioM, tlie.v would have the 
satisl'aci inn i>f fei-ling tliat the cnii- 
dllion.s of cemiK'tilion in the home 
market '.v.-'i-e heliig altered in a manner 
(lisadvantagedus to the fere igiiia-. 
Fajiiig toll as lin y do week hv week 
for the right of .ecdliug in the local 
market, the.\' e;iiiiiot be porsiuideil tliat 
similar tolls levied at tin.' porl.s ot 
this country would be paid by the buy- 
ers ot the produce .instead of by the 
seller. Fnrniors can unttorstand thai 
"broadoiiiftg the basis of taxation" 
ineans not only an internal readjujt- 
niont of lisfcal burdens on an equitable 
principle, but also the taxation at 
those now exempt who -ilrst prolU in 
exiiloiting the h^tldnal market, which 
hxal ceinpetilors are taxed and rated 
to maintain.

DELAY OF COUNCIL 

Sewer at Foot of Queen's Av- 
enue Furnishes Cause of 
Complaints, 



While the city is endravoring to 
.settle the ioiUJ; stand iiiK dl.-ipute over 
the lease with the Taylor Mill com- 
pany to the water front lot on Queen's 
avenue, tliat locality has furnished 
another coutealious subjc'ct wdilch, it 
i.-i claimed, by neighboring owners, 
lin.4 been brought to the attention of 
lite council time and agaiiL but with 
no apparent result. Complaints, have 
been made on many occasions by own- 
ers residing in that locality at the 
nuisance occasioned by the sewer 
emptying upon the low land at the 
foot of Queen's avenue. The mouth 
of tile sewer is directly on the west 
lino of (.'.ovcrninent street and it is 
claimed that the stench arising there- 
from is not only most unhealthy but 
hlglily offensive. Several petitions 
have been sent to council by nearby 
owners asking that the sewer be con- 
tinued through to low water-mark and 
the lot filled in buf so far these pro- 
tests have not borne fruit. 

The council la evidently waiting un- 
til the matter of the lease to the Tay- 
lor Mill company Is settled and under 
the lease the sewer la to be extended 
to the low water mark, the mill com- 
pany to fill In the lot. 

The owners claim that tho council 
promised to do the v.-ork as soon as 
funds for further .■iower construction 
became available but though work has 
been resumed on sewer construction 
in other portions of tho city this par- 
ticular work has been allowed to 
stand. ,,n , 



No^New Cases of Infectious 
Disease Repo rtecl— S an ita ry 
Regulations. Ehfo/qed. 



At the present time the city Is re- 
markably free of any infectious or con- 
tagious diseases and the general 
health is good, according to the state* 
ment of Sanitary Inspector liancaster. 
At prosiijnt there are but five 'patients 
m the Isolation hospital arid these are 
all conveiescettt, recovering from mild 
attabks of scarlet fever. The present 
fine sunny weather is one of tho best 
proveritativos of disease, sunshine be- 
ing tho best disinfoctant. 

Close attention is being paid to the 
general cleanliness of tlie city and In 
several instances where the owners 
had failed to keep their premises up to 
the proper sanitary condition they 
have been ordered to clean up. Com- 
plaints have been made that parties 
have been In the habit of throwing fish 
offal Into the harbor. This Is con- 
trary to the health regulations and 
the offenders havo been notified to 
cease such i>ractlce. 

Since the attention of tlio sanitary 
inspector Acas directed to those Jap- 
anese fishermen wlio were accustoin- 
cd to store their fish !n such unsavory 
localities along the harbor front as 
directly under the sewers, they ha\'e 
ceased the practice and though they 
attempted to elude tho official and 
took up anotlier station directly at the

MANY WOODEN ROOFS 
ARE NOT PROTEGTED 

Fire Chief IVlaking Inyestiga- 
tion in Business Section — 
Cleaning Up Rubbish. 



That there are too many wooden 
root,) within tho firo limits which tlic 
owners of tho buildings have failed to 
render as fireproof as possible will bo 
the gist of tho report which Fire Chief 
Watson will soon make to tho lire 
wardens pursuant to the Instructions 
recently is.-iued by the council. Chief 
NVatsoii has been at work for several 
(Lays making the required invostig.a- 
tioii, and ;i considerable portion of the 
downtown section has been covered. 
The great majority of the roofs within 
the lire limits are of wood to which 
ilotibtless there can be no great ob- 
jection, but there is a city by-l:iw 
wlilcli requires that all such roofs 
.shall be treated or painted With some 
fireproof material such as will render 
them less likely to catch fire from Hy- 
ing sparks. During the dry season of 
the year, tho fire brigade Is always 
kept busy rc-'poncling to alarms caused 
b\- roof tires, and the dryness of tho 
wood rcnder.i unprotected roofs a dan- 
ger particularly during times of strong 
winds. 

Tlio recent Incendiary fires brought 
to the attention of the council tho need 
for a tlioiough lnv<-stigatio!i In order 
tha every jiossible means of spreading 
a lire should bo eliminated .and not 
only in the m.atter of roofs luit also 
In legard to rubbish In laiu's ;ind rear 
prendses, will the law be enforced. 
(;hli>f AVatson, who eomnienceil an ac- 
tive crusade iinmediat<'ly after the re- 
cent lires against owners or tenants 
.who iH-nnltted acenmulatloiis of rub- 
bish in and around tlieir inaanlHOS, Is 
still continuing his work and lie slates 
that within the past two weeks a won- 
derful change has been effected. The 
warning issued through tho Colonist 
by the chief, and his personal instruc- 
tions, have evidently borue fruit. In 
the downtown section, ho states, there 
has been a united effort made by oSvn- 
ers to clean up their premises, and 
from all tho nooks and corner.-i whero 
heretofore were wont to rest ]illes of 
rubblsli, dirt, old boxes, etc., tho de- 
bris hiis heen cleariHl away. Tliere is 
much still to be done, and tho chief 
will contlmie to Insist on the bylaw 
being observed until tlio state of clean- 
liness meets with hl.H approbation.

From present indications tlie city 
will iiave another law suit on it 
hands if they attempt to cut down the 
.giant poplar at tlie corner of Br 
' ilarl's lot on Douglas street. It ap 
pears that when llio work of laying a 
granolithic sidewalk along the west 
side of Douglas wtreet -waS' begun, Dr. 
Hart' made enquiries as to whether the 
city intended to interfere with the 
tree. The doctor says ■he'Was'given to 
iindcrstand that the tree would be left' 
alone and only found out' by accident 
from some of the workmen that It was 
Intended to cut It down. He then 
placed the matter in tlie hands of his 
solicitors, Messrs. I3odwell and liawson, 
and the matter will jirobably And its 
way Into the courts. 

Dr. Hart is specially annoyed by the 
councll'.s action as the tree Is an old 
ono and an especially lino specimen 
of its kind. There Is probably not a 
poplar in tho vicinity of Victoria to 
compare . with It. it seems that the 
case Is not' quite on all fours wltli thtit 
of the 'Rockland avenue oak tree, about 
which a shit is pending, as the poplar 
Is growing partly on tho ground set 
laslde for the street and partly upon 
private property. The "council has al-' 
ready cut down a row of fine maples 
along Douglas street, to the great dis- 
gust of tlio property owners, and an 
effort will be made to prevent' further 
acts of vandalism, as those interested 
term it. 

Legal action will probably bo taken 
this morning to prevent the civic au- 
thorities from despoiling the beauty of 
Dr. 3I;irt's home, as the property 
owners interested consider that tlie 
action Is merely taken out in spite in 
order to show tho autiiority supposed 
to rest In the council. The oak tree 
case comes up for trial in October, 
wlien a hard fight may be expected. 

Progress of Central Baptist Church.

WOIVIAN'S_SUFFRAGE 

The existence of the most gigantic 
monopoly in the world — the masculine 
monopoly of the ballot-box — Is stead- 
ily drawing to a close, proclaims Miss 
Bertha Damnri.s Knohe; and to show 
graphically the inroads which have 
already been made upon this strong- 
hold of privilege, she has prepared an 
Interesting map. A glance at this 
may give color to Miss Knobc's asser- 
tion that "the suffragists are u\>v''0- 
prlatlng so much of the earth, i)ollti- 
cally speaking, that, like Alexander of 
old, they will shortly have to lament 
'hecau.-'O there are no more worlds to 
conquer." When the IiUornational Wo- 
man's S\ifrrago Alliance meets in 
Amsterdam on June 15 twenty-two 
countries will be represented In the 
gathering:. "Suddenly and spectacul- 
arly," says Miss Knobe — who sets 
forth these facts in Harper's Weekly — 
•the once despised subject of feminine 
enfranchisement is being discussed in 
absolutely every civilized region of the 
globe." It Is only fifteen years, she re- 
minds us, since New Zealand took the 
lead in this reform and bestowed the 
full suffrage upon women, and .-ili-eiidv 
three countries have followed suit. 'l"o 
tell the story of progi'ess more fully, 
In the writer's own words: 

"There are the four full-suffi-age 
countries of Xew Zealand, Australia, 
li'inland and Norwa^■ — li\e, in f;irt, If 
one includes tln' T'nited .States with its 
four enfranchised states of W.\'oinlng, 
Utah, Colorado and Idaho, liesldes. the 
miniature Isle of .M.-m bestuwi-a the 
ballot on women away liaek in 1881. 
Kvery suffrage except parliamentary, 
flourishes In the five countries of 
Kngland, Scotland, Ireland, Wales and 
Sweden. The municipal vote obtains in 
two, Iceland and Canada — the former 
having granted oliglbillty to municipal 
ofUco in 1902, and now the generously 
Inclined government annnutu'i's ;i bill 
for full suffrage; while the lattei' jioii- 
nesses In Its nine provinces either 
municipal or siliool suffrage, or both. 
Uho mistaken i-oport has gone hroiul- 
<-ast Ihrit D.Mininrl; l)estowed muiilcliial 
taiffrage early In IKO.s, the fact being 
that the .government has reccunniended 
uuch a nu'asm-e, and it Is now p(>uding 
before i)arlia.nieiu with th" liki'lihuod 
of passing. In the municipal list the 
one state of Kansas should be enrolled. 
■Incidentally it may be added that 
lesder ■ degrees of suffrage exist else- 
where — In twenty-four other states of 
fhe tJnlted States, Cor Instance, where 
w<imen Jmvo either the taxpaying or 
school suffrage; and, to mention one 
more. In ITance, -where they vote for 
members, of commercial tribunals and 
other mifior offices — small signs which 
proml.se new recridts for tlie Interna- 
tional suffrage iiroeession later on. 

"Tlic showing of the American eon- 
Mngeiit at Amsterdam is Important 
for scviTal reasons. In tin- llrst place, 
sin American woman is to sit In the 
president's chair. During the lirst four 
of Mrs, Catt's th'o years' regime, if 1.^ 
interesting to note, the lntern;ition:il 
AV'oman's .Suffrage Alliance h;is in- 
creased from five to thirteen countries, 
witii line prospects of throe other Join- 
ing the oflicial ranks. The list Inolude's 
Australia, Canada, Denmark, Finland, 
Gorman,v, Great Britain; " Hungary, 
Ilnlv, Norway, Russia; Sweden, Hol- 
land and' the United States, with 
Switzerland, Belgium and France as 
the promising possibilities. Likewise 
BUBgestivc i.s the now .iplrit of the 
movement refleollng Itself in scores of 
woman's suffrage newspapers widch 
Bro .-(prlnglhg iup over the world. Tiie 
Intei-natlonal jjoclety-jhas established 
an official orgkil— Just Suffraga pub- 



lished at Rotterdam — whde La Siif- 
frngiste, of Paris, and La V'oca della 
Donna, of l^arl, Italy, serve as samples. 
Then, in the second plac<'. the Ameri- 
can tielegation aspires to put up as 
fine a front as possible, preliminary to 
the great gathering, the aulnquennial 
convention of the International Wo- 
man's Suffrage Alliance (the meeting.s 
at Copenhagen and Amsterdam are In- 
termediate 'conferences,' it must be 
remembered) scheduled for New York 
in May, 1908. So tlie president will 
Ije accompanied by a goodly host, in- 
cluding sucli ueIi-i;nown suffragists as 
Dr. Anna Sliaw, Mr.s. Rachacl Foster 



HERE Al^ THERE 

We are all apt to believe that the 
cvllu of the present time are the great- 
est that have ever been. It Is well for 
us sometimes lo look back on tlie past 
and lo try to see whether or not we 
are progressing. In his speech at the 
unveiling of the statue of Queen Vic- 
toria, at Leitli, Lord Kosebery said: 

"it is well to make an Empire; it Is 
well to see victory crown a righteous 
cause; It is well lo see a nation reap 
the fruits of Its Industry and Intelli- 
gence. But the teat of a reign must be 
the condition of the na'tlon Ivsolf, its 
moral, physical. Intellectual welfare, and 
what rulgn Will better bear llial crucial 
test that' the long years of i.>ueeii \'le- 
torlu',' They were a period of wise pro- 
gress, of increasing liberty, of umvear- 
led emancipation. It was a pcTlod 
marked by ine promotion of health and 
education, the raising of wages, the 
cheaiiening of all the necessities of life, 
llie larger association ot the nation in 
Us own government, llie reinoxal of 
religious iiairlers iiol inereK m tests, 
but In t.'lirlstian eo-oipcratluii. All lliis 
marked the snbllme and upward path 
of her reign. Lonlrasl the condition 
of the people as siie found it :Uui as 
slie left It at iter death and you will 
sec an advance which may well be 
called Biilendld, however much may 
yet remain to be done." 

In the years that have passed since 
tlio death of Cjueen Victoria this pro- 
' gruss has been continued, even It there 
are tendencies iliat gu<' rise to anxiety 
and abuses that call for reform. 

.\t the session of the Pan-Anglican 
Congress devoted lo ihe consideration 
of uivoree Canadians were , j)roniinenl 
among tlie s])eakers. 

The discussion was opened by Canon 
I Tucker, well known In IBritish Colum- 
bia. In Ills speech, wlilch was well re- 
ceived. Canon 'I'uelier said that divorce 
was happily rare in Canada, and not 
easy to accomplish. The . ease with 
which separations between man and 
wife could be obtained In some of the 
neighboring states had Induced Cana- 
dians to niake a fortress of the home 
from which they could defend Imperil- 
led society. In the sacredness of tlie 
home was the promise of tlie future. 
It was only In Christian homes tiiat 
men and women could be trained to 
carry on the work of the 20th century. 
Bishop Carmieiiaei sjibke very strongly 
On this subjei t, conciudlng his address 
\vlth iliese words: "No other hands 
could melt the wax of the seal wliere- 
witli Christ himself had stamped the 
indissoluble contract of marriage." 

It is very satisfactory lo think tliat 
these Chui-cli ot Kngland clergyiiien 
gave expression to tlie opinions of the

".Meanwliile, in this official making 
of the woman's suffra.ge map of the 
world, encouragement oomcs from 
every masculine parliament on earth. 
As ex-. Minister Lu/zatl said recently 
before the Chamber of Deputies at 
Rome, "The whole clvJilzcd world Is 
now agitating the question,' which 
must be settled In favor of the wo- 
men sooner or later." 

It Is predleted that Holland, Sweden 
and Knglaiid will be the next coun- 
tries to fail Into line by granting full 
suffrage. Says Mrs. Carrie Chapman . 
Catt, president of the International ^^'t" 
Alliance: — 

"Every square foot of England is 
.alive on this subject, the House of 
Commons recently giving the unpre- 
cedented majority of 271 to 92 in favor 
of woman's suffrage. In Sweden, suf- 
frage societies are springing up like 
mushrooms, forty-two being organized 
in one year, and on the Inth of J.anu- 
;ir.v, for tlie lirst time in Swedish 
liistory, the King's speech contained a 
few favoralile n-onls. There is no 
doubt which way the procession is 
moving — around the world." — Weekly 
Globe.

In Ontario the jiractlce of sending 
children convicted of crime to the 
country 10 be taken charge of by a 
family, lia.s been found to lie very 
effi'ctual ill reforming bad boys and 
girls. The reformatories and prisons 
fur young jieople haVe been emptied 
and it has been foundi !n the majority 
of cases, that the children adopted 
into homes have turned out useful 
members of society. 

In our own province the plan of 
sending children lo the reformatory is 
the one followed. There are, liappil.w 
a comparatively small niiiiiber of 
youthful offenders in British Culuiiibia, 
but we cannot affod to li.ave that num- 
be grow to larger iiroportions. 

One would llilnlc that in this prov- 
ince, where labor Is scarce and wliere 
many fanners live In isolated places, 
tile experlini'iit of sc ndiiig the child 
who lias entered ujion ii wrong course 
in the city, to live with so.nie wise .-uid 
good coujile who jiri- willing to take 
charge of liini, could lie easily tried. 
Could not the law be changed so as lo 
give the magistr.ate the option of send- 
ing young offenders to the country if 
he r.insidored it best- With the help 
of tlie (.'hlldren's Aid Society It should 
be iiosslble 10 arrange this without any 
great additional trouble or expense, 
llortalnly It would cost less than to 
support the offender in prison or in tlie 
reformatory. If any

troulile would be ampl^■ repaid. Tli 
plan of pulling b.-ul bo.vs or girls with 
eoinpanions as vicious, or worse, than 
themselves has failed.

;>ne of the effects of these addresses 
will ho to show the necessity for the 
liighest (iiiallllcalioiis, not cnily relig- 
ious but Inlelleilual, that uiusL char- 
acterize tin: uiissbuiarieH who go to 
spread Clii istlaiiily in India. Tlie men 
and women who are lo be successful in 
this neld must be good in every sense 
of the term. 

.Mr. Smart, secretar.\- of the B.C. 
/\grlcullural Association, reminds tile 
jieeple of Victoria and Vancouver Is- 
land lliat it It tiiiie to be preparing tor 
the Fail l-'alr if it Is to be successful.

piislied, will be kept In mind. The out- 
side attractions are all well enough in 
their way — that is, some of tiieiii arc — 
but unless the l>'air is rejireseiitatlvc ot 
what tlie whole peo)i!ft can do, it fails 
of its purpose.

Bui for business girls the dance lU' 
other night aniusi-ment must be rare. 
I'or one thing, the dress Is too expen- 
sive ;ind the late hoiir.s, if often In- 
dulged in, wear them out and make 
them unlit for their wm'k. 

Their friends wlio liai'e leisure to 
come or go as they like, gradually 
grow away from them and they are left 
lo their own resources or lo tlie com- 
panlonshl]) of woricers like themselves. 

Thi.s may seem to some a small mat- 
ter, but It Is not really so. To a y umg 
girl this loss of freedom is a great de- 
Iirlvallon. But most of these girks aro 
wise and soon learn that their own in- 
dependence and the ability to help 
those they love Is worth the sacrifice.

of the' chalk' blovvn or dusted Into new 
gloves will enable the wearer to get 
them on without difflculty or the risk 
of straining or bursting the scaiTis; the 
satrie applies also , to new boots and 
shoesUf.U'hey chaftoe' tb .lit rather too

HOUSEHOLD RECIPES 

Foaming Omelet. 

Take one egg, one oightii Icaspoon- 
ful of salt, a few grains of pepper, one 
leasiiooiifui of butter and one table- 
sjioonful of water. Beat white and 
yolk of egg separately. .\dd yolk, salt, 
pepper and water. Fold wliite of egg 
in liglitly. Meat the butter In a pan 
and when melted, pour In egg mixture 
and spread evenly over the surface. 
Cook on a slow tiro until well puffed 
and brown on under side. Set In the 
oven for a few minutes to dry on top. 
[i<'oId one-half over the other and serve 
on a hot plate.

Rice Custard. 
One quart of milk, one- half teacup- 
ful .of rice, four eggs, four spoonfuls 
of sugar, pinch of salt, two teaspoon- 
fuls of extract ot vanilla. Pour tlie 
rice into the milk, aild the salt, and 
stc.'im for one liour. Beat the yolks 
of the eggs add sugar; stir Into the 
rice Just before it , is takiui off. ^Mlx 
well after adding 'the llavorlng extract. 
Beat the egg whites to a sllff froth, 
;iih1 gr.aiiuali.v add pulverized sugar 
enougli to make frosting. Put the rice 
in a pudding dish and lieap the fro.il- 
Ing on top. Set Invthe oven to brown 
lightly. 

Cheese Straws, 
Roll scrajis cd' puff paste thin, 
sprinkle with grated clieese, and 
cayenne pepper, if you liiie, fold, roll 
nut, and sprinkle again, and repeat the 
process. Then place on the ice to 
harden. When cold, roll Into rectan- 
gular shape one-eighth of an Inch 
tliicic; place it on a baiting pan and 
with a jia.stry cutter dipped into hot 
water cut into strips four or live 
inches long And less than one-(iuarler 
of an iiicli thick. Bake antl .serve 
piled cob-horse fasliUui. 

Blackberry Charlotte. 

Make a boiled custard of one quart 
of milk, the yolks of six egg.s and a 
small cupful of sugar; flavor to taste. 
I.,liie .a deep disli witli slices of sponge 
cake, lay ujion these rlpo blackberries 
sweetened to taste; then <a layer of 
ciiko and blacltberries as liefore. \Vlien 
the custard Is cold jiour over Hie 
wlioie. Beat tlie whiles of tlio c.ggs 
to a stiff froth, add a talilespoonful 
of sugar to each egg, ;ind put over 
the top. Decorate with large, tine 
berries.

Cream Crisps. 

Into two and one-lialt cupfuls of 
cold cream or ricli niilk sprinkle slowly 
with the hands, beating meanwhile lo 
iiieor[)orate air, four cupfuls of best 
graham Hour, sifted with one-liaif cuii 
of graniiiatcd sugar. Add flour lo 
knead: about two and one-fourth cu])- 
fuls will be required. . When well 
iaicadcd, divide into several iiortions, 
roll cachjas thin as a knife blade, cut 
into squares, prick well with' a forlc 
and bake.

C K. K. Ui^lier, a.s.si.slaut Beni>ral

' railways with regard to the Vancou- 
' ver-Seattle business. The railway 
companies are Interested In the tra-

tion of the rate war, which is now on 
to a finish. 

It is probable that an announce- 
ment will be made within the next 
few days of a 50-cent fare between 
j Seattle and .Vancouver by direct 
steamer. 

Joshua Green, president of the In- 
land Navigation company is expected 
to arrive by the steamer Chippewa 
this afternoon and wlietlier any an- 
nouncement will be made regarding 
tho newe.it pliase of tlie rate war re- 
mains to he seen. It is considered 
liltcly tliat liie Seattle company will 
meet the cut made by tlie tM'.R. Hei-e- 
tofore the Chippewa ha.s been carry- 
ing passengers to and from Seattle 
for 50 cents, but has had 50 cents for 
single trip tickets also. James ilc- 
Arthur,'- iocal' agent, of Uie company, 
returned trora- 'Seattle- yesterday by 
the steamer Chippewa. 

The faro on the Victoria- Vancouver 
route remains at 9i2.60. Some of thoiie 
HPeklng to take advantage of tlie rate 
offered by the Inland Navigation of 
$1 for the trip to Vancouver by way 
of Seattle have met with an obstacle 
which has precluded them from sav- 
ing any money by the roundabout 
voyage. Some Englishmen who ap- 
plied for tickets ^VG^e met with a re- 
cpiest from the United States immi- 
.ijration officials for ?1 head tax. Tlie 
travelers explained that they were go- 
ing to Vancouver. But tliey were to 
land at Seattle, the immigration offi- 
cials explained, and the head ta.x of 
$4 collectable from other than Cana- 
dians or Mexicans had to be paid. It 
was found cheaper to travel by the 
. direct steamer. 

Travel continues brislc. The steam- 
ers yesterday each had in the neigh- 
borhood of 300 pa.ssengers, a total of 
600, mostly oxcnrsionlpts, heinp 
brought Into the city. The reduced 
rates — -o cents for a steamship voy- 
age of 7t; miles — Is expected to induce 
mucli greater travel, especially at tho 
week end.". 

Tho investigation made by Mr. 
Usher at . Seattle lias resulted, it 
.seems, in war being declared "a 
r outrancc." Tho C.P.R. has decided 
to Illustrate to Mr. Green that it is 
no longer to be bluffed and that it 
will not submit to any such absurd 
agreements as he offered in settlc- 

■ mcnt of the rate war. 

Mr. Green asked that the CP R. 
limit its sel'vico next summi-r to one 
steamer. As the Cfiiiip.'iii.v will liav.- 
the finrst steaiiHT used In the local 
liasseiigt.T tr.nde in :iny .shni-l i-uri in 
the waters nf tin- Ann-riiMii rontinonl, 
tile Princess Cliarlotte. in tirvvif; by 
!l;;it time, a.- well as its fine stcani'.T 
Princess Victoria — the best steamer 
now in service in similar runs on tliis 
continent — it was considered an ab- 
surd stipulation for Mr. Green to 
make, and the war went on. Xow it 
is to be pushed. 

The only answer made so far to the 
new move on the part of the C.P.R. 
1.^ for Jlr. Green to repeat his oft- 
made statement that his coniiiany 
will place an opposition steamer on 
the Victoria-Vancouver route. 'I'hero 
has so far been more prnnilse than 
fnlfilnient In this connection. 'I'lii^ 
talk at presrnt Is of the stcaniei' Url- 
lingham, tint old A\'lllapa, wlilrh the 
C.P.R. took over as a wreck and ran 
on tho west coast of Vancouver island 
until she was discarded for hotter 
vessels, being placed in services a.-- a 
rival to the Princess Victoria. 

In Seattle the rumors continue of 
the entry of the C.P.R. Into the other 
routes of tho oppoiiltlon company, hut 
it Is not antieliiated here that such 
a step will be taken. 'Phe fight will 
lie fouglit on the Victoria-.Seattle and 
Vancouvi.'r-Koaltle routes. The Post- 
Inteili.gencer of yesterday sa.\-s, afler 
announcing tlii\ cut to LTi eimls: 
•'iNor will tlie fight end there, in all 
prtdiabllity, for It is likely the Can- 
adian Pacific will, to eomiiete with 
tho local company, secure a fleet of 
American bottoms. While no dnfinite 
news has leaked out to this effect, it 
is rumored along the water front that 
agents of the Canadian Pacific have 
been busy In-. Seattle- for several dava 
getting options on ve.s.'iel.s that can be 
used to carry tho warfare to a finish. 

I'lii the meantime the Inland Navl- 
ga'tion company is pursuing a coun^e 
which It has mapped out to get all 
tho business it can. An official of tho 
company .stat(,'d last evening that 'tho 
w.ay things were going at present was 
entirely satisfactory. If the Canadian 
P;icific cnls tile rate to 25 cents, wo 
will decide later what i-oiirse we shall 
pursue. 'i''lio fight may keep up sev- 
eral months, for all we caro may run 
until next winter, but wc will keep 
up the fight.' " 1-

Sir: — .As well ask for the moon as to 
demand tliat Vancouver or any other 
city in C.-uinda hi' made a free port in 
the full sens,.' of the term "free iKirt. 
Tliosi- who are agitating In this direc- 
tion might well devote tlielr erierKl.'s to 
attaining something within tli(> hounds 
of pr;icticaliilily. It is not consoniiiit 
with the principle of protection, wlilcli. 
since tile conversion of tbe Lilieral 
Iiiirl.i'. lias been adopted by the whole 
eomitry, to advocate that any one cily 
shall be e.Nioiipt from taxation derived 
from customs dutie- The national 
policy I naii.gura '.vl oy the Conservatl vi^ 
party in IS7S. conile.Mned hy the Liber- 
alK for slxt.'cn y( ^ rs and then after 
their accessun te offic,. adopteil by 
Ihciii. has been ;■ ainly Instrumental In 
building up ,he Industries of the coun- 
try and has privlded the ways and 
means for oponlng it up with railways 
ar.d Improving lit waterways. .Mthoiigli 
tlii.s policy m-.v not in Its operations 
work to tho a,ivantage of certain sec- 
tions of the countiy, novertlicless, to, it, 
we aro indoblod for our present pros- 
peiity. To maintain' protoettota and es- 
tablish free iioits- is Impracticable. Is 
it reasonable to think that tlie tariff 
wall which ans liei n raised up can be 
tal:..ii down for the beuelit of any one 
cit.\' at the expense of the country as 
a whole? 

If, for Instance, Vancouver was made 
a free port, it would thrive at the ex- 
pense of the other ports on the Paclllc 
seaboard of Canada. Us Inhabitaiun 
would bo enabled to live at 2\> in- Ii,'', per 
cent less cost than those of other coast 
cities and,. would consume articles inan- 
ufaqturod abroad iand,f.X8-rm produco 
grown south of the international bound 
ary. It would contribute nothing to 
the general revenue but would enjoy 
al! the .advantages of the expcndltun 
borne by .the rest Of Casada. It. would 
nourish whUe all conipetitivp iioints 
languished and died. So absurd, it 
Hcoins to me, is the whole idea, and 
so antagonistic to the principles of 
protection that I am surprised to find 
an.v one advocating tho possibility of 
the country assenting to it. The only 
sort of a free port wo inight have is 
one wliere there are no fees for dockage 
or pilotage, but to establish a free port 
like Hongkong Is impracticable because 
the country Blmply would not stand it.

Sir: — I notice the following in to 
day's Colonist: "Xo dog will be allowed 
within tho lire limits to run about the 
public streets unless it is hold by aomo 
BUlflclent means of security attacliln 
and restraining It." This purports to 
be one of the rirovisions of a proposed 
bylaw which lias been cvolvcjd by our 
council "after lengthy consideration." 
It Is difficult for an ordinary under 
standing to divine the posslbl,- connec 
tlon between a dog and the tin? limits, 
or why H shoyid be more objectionable 
Inside than outside thut imaginary line. 

II can hardly bo that the council is 
iifi-ald of its following tbe example set 
liy iMr. Bi'eltoii, because. In my exper- 
ience', it do,-s not e\i'ii smoke cig.areitcs 
or carr>' inatclies and is in fact ratln.'r 
timid about handling lire. There must 
be some occult reason which is beyond 
ordinary mortals. One would suppose, 
however, that if all dogs arc found to 
Ije Miilsaiiecs, the first and most rea- 
son.-.Me remedy would he to enfoi-ce tlie 
dog tax, wliieh has never before been 
seriously attempted, except for a short 
time some three years since when the 
late Mr. Craig was m office. With that 
exception 1 do not believe thut during 
tiie last twenty-three years oiie-tentli 
of the do^; ])ropriet,irs la Victoria ever 
paid tile lax, or v.< le asked to do so. 

III fact, the dog tax as heretofore ad- 
inlnlKtered has been a fraud upon peo- 
ple who paid it. 

If the la.x Js not high enou.',-li to re- 
(Uic the number of doj;s. thin increase 
It until it has the desired I'lfeet. This 
inaltei- of the i)ni|)oseil lepjulatlon has 
Its serious as well as its ridiculous slile. 
It la very disheartening to those who 
have entrusted the coiinelllors with 
their interests to see them wasting their 
tlnn^ in .attempting to puss childish ami 
iiiinoyiii^- regulations sucli as this, lii- 
fcteiLil of niaUing some i-ffort towards 
iibating till.' many real abuses which are 
iiolorioiisly evident in Vlctori.1. I sus- 
pect tile class of people who u.tQ rc- 
Hponslble I'm- the clause in (luestlon are 
those who are alliuviMl to commit rm<: of 
the aliiise'i to wliicli I ii-ler, liy illegally 
oceiiiiying the sidewalks with their 
goods, liotli for sliow and unpacking, to 
the great Incoiicnlmice of the imbllc. 
Broad street being a. f reiiiienl examjile 
of tlil.'i. The wording of some of the 
other clau.'ies is rather oliscure, and It 
Is nut ipiite clear whether roosters, as 
well as dogs, are to be "attached by 
Koirie sufficient means of security." I 
fear if to tlie periks contingent upon a

Grand Forks, B. C, July 10— The 
worat Ih-e In the history o£ this city, 
which \s the smelter capital on the 
Boundary district, started early tliiij 
niornins, anppo.sedly in the Square 
hotel, whicit was vacant, and had made 
such headwa.v before it was noticed 
tliat it looked ua if the whole lower 
euil of the town was doomed. Two 
blocks and a ' half' wore completely 
cleaned out, and the ;ipproxiniuie loss, 
which cannot bo accurately ascertain- 
ed at present, wdll reach nearly $300,- 
000, with possibly per cent. Insur- 
anco.

Xew Westminster, July. 10. — Tho 
Customs officers of this dis'trict made 
what is regarded ;is an imporUinlt ' 
.■^ei/.uro at Steveston this Week, when 
a Japanise gasoline launch and lis 
contents, neither of which had been 
ontcred at a i)ort on either side of 
tho line, were confiscated. ID.' L. Stir- 
ton, of the Customs inspector's office, 
Vancouver, assisted by officers from 
tho government steamer Georgia, ran 
down the vessel, a gasoline launch of 
tho regnilar fishing type, manned by 
two Japanese. She did not, as has 
been istated, have any opium on 
board, nor Is there anything to .show 
that she has been engaged in the 
opium traffic. Her cargo consisted of 
a new g.asolino eiigin^-, tobticco, coal 
oil, ga.soliiie, wines and life preser- 
vers, all articles on which there Is 
a heavy duty. Tho boat and goods 
ivere confiscated and brought to this 
city, where they are now held pending 
Instructions from headquarters. Many 
of tho goods have been found to have 
been purchased In Belllngham. The 
boat itself Is unregistered and gives 
no clue as to whether It la Canadian 
or American. The Japanese were per- 
mitted to go free, and will be given 
the u.sual opportunity to repurchase 
the Ijoat and cargo at the duty paid 
valu<.\ In this case aliout $700. Tho 
Cu.^toins believe that still others are 
,it woi'k ;il(ing the same lines and that 
they eoniblne the smuggling of goods 
into (Jan.'ida and tlie smuggling of 
Japanese into tlie States.

Rossland, July 10. — Recent advices 
from St. Eugene at Moyle reveal that 
it is a much, larger and more Impor- 
tant mine than it has hitherto been 
considered. This is saying a good 
deal, for It has hitherto had the re- 
putation of bei.'V_t''e largest lead 
mine In Canada. Recently new and 
important finds have been made in tho 
upper, tho middle and lower portions 
of the mine, which will add largely to 
Its producing capacity. The (inda are 
both numerous and Important. 

In one case the south ledge has 
been located In the middle portion of 
the mine between the tiOO and SOO-ft. 
levels on tho surface. It has boon un- 
covered for a considerable distance, 
and is found to bo strong, well do- 
flned and of a high grade. These sev- 
eral flnda Indicate that one lodge ex- 
tends from the lake level to the apex 
of the hlll, a distance of 1,800 feet. 

The ore taken from tho ledges bo- 
low the level of tho lake has been of 
an excellent grade, and has yielded a 
good profit when concentrated In tho 
company's concentrator at Moyle and 
reduced In tho company's smelter at 
Trail. 

It is not probable, however, that the 
lodge is :ill pay ore from the lake 
level to tho top of the hill, but It is 
certain that its greater jiortion con- 
sists of p.'iy ore shoots, and will vleld 
fully as much profit as did the ledges 
below tho level on tho lake. 

One good feature of the discoveries 
on tho hill Is that the ore will have 
to bo lowered from tho tunnels made 
In its side.

Tho 
people of Moyle are much pleased at 
tho strikes that have been made, as 
they tend to increase the stability of 
the place.

MORE HORSES IN PARIS. 

They Aro Increasinc; in Spite of the 
Auto's Competition. 

^Vllllo New York and London are 
talking about the displacement of 
horses In the city streets and tho pos- 
aiblllty of their final disappearance 
from tho cItloB through tho growing 
use of automobiles, the numbei' of 
horses used In Paris grows at a rapid 
rale.

Next, the 
Conservative leader declared for 
civil service reform, carried ids 
party wltli liim on the subject, pre:ich- 
ed it through the ci>untry, and found 
it everywhere command the assent and 
Jlking of the people. Thirdly, tlio 
party in power — no, its leaders — push- 
ed by public opinion, have stolen this 
particular garment of the Conserva- 
tive clothes, liave appropriated this 
particular plank of the Hallfa.v plat- 
form.

The linance 
vitUjiister. wlio was closely associated 
ivlth the earlier stages of the series of 
events which has led up to this,, did 
not bring in this measure; it was loft 
to .Mr. I'Mshcr, and rumor is very ex- 
plicit that Mi: Fielding greatly dis- 
likes the bill, and that there has been 
trouble over it. \\'hen introduced, the 
bill was \ei\' unpopular among the 
Liberal iiu inbers, ami the corridor im- 
Ijresslon was that the ministry re- 
quired a \-ery slight excuse to shelve 
tho mea.surc. Jlr. Eiiimersoii's explicit 
attack (Ui the whole idea of aiipoint- 
ment by i?xamliT;Ltioii reiireseiited the 
temper of a iarge number of minis- 
terialists. But the excuse was not 
given, and in this case the cabinet 
proved wiser than its supporters. The 
Conservatives at once took up an at- 
titude which made it practically Im- 
possible for the government lo recede.

Bistanco. In the face of such an ,'itti- 
tudo, there was nothing for It but to 
go ahead. The ministry has passed the 
bill with Iho aid of Conservative 
votes.

ernment. 'J'wo or thri-e weeks ago 
Mr. Foster stateil tliu case for the 
merit system, fully, admirably and 
unanswerably; Mr. Fisher merely re- 
peated Mr. Foster's speech. One could 
hardly blame tho members, after all, 
for taking little Interest in so long 
and unnecessary an Introduction. His 
whole speecli could have been made 
In throe-quarters of aii iiour. 

Dropping his liistoriciil lidniduc- 
tlon, let us notp wliat lie said a.bout 
the bill. A great ileal has been aiiti- 
I'ipated already in this correspondence, 
liut some of his statements merit 
notice. 

.■S.S to the matter of salaries, a sub- 
ject of immense interest in Ottawa, 
luit of less interest outside, ho took 
tlie ground that tho promised Increase 
can and will be made outside of tho 
bill, which Is Intended to bo n per- 
manent contribution to the statute 
book. 

As to the outside service; the bill 
(I) does not bring tlie cuitsido .service 
as such unch-r the merit system, but 
(-) does transfer a gn-at miniber, 
j some iiilO, of emp|o\--.ies, stationed at 
I lii-adiiuarters, but hitlierio describ- d 
i a;; helongiiit;" to tile (Outside serv'icr-. 
[ Later, in his rejoinder to .Mr. l!orde-n, 
j :\lr. l-'islier noted that tie- goverunicMit 
] i'y tlie bill is I'uipowered to tiring the 
outside service under the mc'Tlt sys- 
tem by order-in-council. it does n-it , , , 
do that offhand; when it came to ( ,, .,. , , ,,. 
dealing with the vast body of outside 
people scattered over the Dominion, it 
was a different question, and shoulil 
be dealt w itli from lime to time as tlie 
li>-ad of each deiiartment could see liis 
Way I'li-ar. .Many offices, such as iiost- 
niasti rships and some elistonis posts, 
an- iiuroly lucal. ('an-fiil iri\-estiKa- 
tioii woulil lie necess.iry and the tiling 
could not be limie at on<- sweop. 

.\. xt, Mr. I'lshei- noted the great 
change in chissi licat Ion, which lias 
iilreail.\- been explained; that whereas 
hitherto ci\il ser\-ants lia\e gone in at 
the bottom with a [irospect of rising 
to tho top, henceforth the routine peo- 
ple will go Into division III. and will 
remain there. These arc people who 
do routine work, requiring no Initia- 
tive, and needing direct and close 
supervision. On the whole, iSlr. Flslier 
lild ant think it desirable that man\' 
of tliese clerks should ri.iO from class 
III. to class II. Tlio majority would 
not, lie lit for sucli promotion: If any 
showed litness or a disposition lo 
study, tlie commissioners miglit allow 
lilm to compete witli the otlier appli- 
cants from outside for class II. in- 
deed, he noted that iireparing (or an 
examination niiglit interfere with a 
cleric's attention to bis duties. 

Opportunity to Rise. 
'I'here is a goiid di al of force in this j 
vii'w n( tlie matter, and futiu'e recruits i 
to class HI. should realize clearly 
that tlie\- .'ire gidng inl<i a purely 
clerical jiosillon, -Ailh no prospect;; of 
atttiiniiig high r.-mk; but it must be | 
borne ill mind tliat there must be 
some men who will be allotted to class 
ill. who have entered the service un- 
iler ah implied promise that they shall 
have an opportunity to rise. These 
Iieoples' rights should be protected. 
Tlie hill would be better for a clause 
stlimlating thtit the commissioners 
sliall. b.v r'-giilat Ions which may be 
li.-ft tn theiil to devise, give these men 
a cliance for promotion. Also, wo 
should n-meinljer that henceforward 
it will Ije \ cry 1-iard for i-l.'iss ill. clcrlis 
to compete' with otitsiilers, as we may 
expect ,-i rush of well prepared unl- 
virsllj- ;;raduates into these examina- 
tions. 

In discussing the commission Jlr. 
l''lsher pointedly omitted lo discuss 
the question of tho independence of 
their status. He noted that one will 
be a I'Vench and one an Kngtlsh 
Canadian. 

On the subject of examination and 
till' recruiting of tho service Mr. 
I''islier's expl.-inatlon added nothing 
material to the explanations which 
li;i\e lieen given.

case of the outside service. In many 
cases tho present system works out, 
not merely hi liiu'dslilp, but in positive 
cruelty. 

•1. On tho subject of classlllcation 
i\Ir. Borden noted tlie need in many 
departments for reorgani-datlon, for 
clearing out deadwood, and the way 
to do tliat wtiK to puss a proper super- 
annuation act. By that means old or 
Jnefllcient men could be got rid of 
Without unfairness. On this ho spoke 
strongly. 

5. There also should be provision for 
inspection of departments, much as 
banks jirovido for Inspection of their 

branches. 

G. The bill should Irjchalo the pro- 
Iiibition of ,.lvii servants taking an 
acti\'e jiart in political campaigns 
whicli has been passed by the House 
as the Lake resolution. If tliat was 
good enough to pass as a resolution, 
It was good enougli to ])ut on tho 
statute book. 

The Question of Independence. 
In his rejoinder, Mr. l'"lsher sur- 
rendei'ed on tlie matter of the Inde- 
liendcnce of the coiiiniis.siou. lie had 
tiiougiit tiiat tile indepoiidcnce of a 
deputy minister was (iiiito sufllclent 
on this suliject he spoke al sonic 
Icngtli. But if the judgment of par- 
liament was that giving the commis- 
sioners tlK; status of judges would Im- 
jirove the bill, the government was 
willing. 

.Straightway Mr. Foster rose anti 
noted that tho real pressure on tho 

commissioners would come from tho 
go\-eriimciil and from insistent iM.P.'s. 
It was most desirabh' that the com- 
missioners sliould lie exentpt from 
an.\- ni'-nace, from even tin- Intima- 
tli'-y cnuld lie dismissed. It 
was important to tal<e awa> from the 
I ministers tin- siispii-ion of favoiing 
certain candidates lor appointment or 
aiha nceim-nt. That was the liasic 
stone of ci\-il service reform. And 
so, as :»lr. I'"isli.r bad assented, he 
himself would move tin; change In 
committee. 

I 'loverly done! There was one great 
;id vantage gained. 

Then second reading after brief 
speeches on tile salary question by 
thn two Ottawa M.P.'s. Then the, 
money resolution was put through 
committee. In this an odd change 
was made. It originally provided that 
the regular salary of a deputy minis- 
ter shall bo $n,n00, but tliat two or 
three — the depots' mlnl.sters of linance, 
agriculture and justice — shall get 
$13,1100, and the deputy n-iinister of 
railways, who Is an engineer of stand- 
ing, shall get 58,000. An amendmimt 
was made iiy the government putting 
all on a level salary of $."),000. These 
four deimties will get tlielr extra 
money, liut it will be by special vote 
ij.ch year, a ratlier obJeetional)le 
pr.'K-tlce of which the Courtney com- 
iplssion complainetl. 

Then at six o'clock tlie Mouse went 
into committee on the bill and work- 
ed all evening at it. A good many 
changes In matters of detail were 
made, and the Important change In thn 
status of the commissioners was duly 
made. The House got rather more 
than half way through the bill, and 
adjourned at midnight. — C. F. H,, in 
Toronto News.

The Parthla shoal only forms an ob- 
struction to ocean-going vessels. It 
is In about ihe' middle of tho narrows 
to the west of Brockton .Point light, 
and abreast of the park road. At lilgli 
water it is covered by nearly fifteen 
feet of water, and the small coasting 
steamers and tugs cross It with Im- 
punity. Deep .draft vessels, however, 
have to •dtani In toward the park, or 
south side of the narrows to clear It, 
and If It Is dredged a great fairway 
will be tho result. 

There Is good water on tho north 
side of the shoal also, and one sug- 
gestion was made for a buoy to lie 
lilaced on the north shore so that ves- 
sels could rim close to it, and pass 
the shoal to the north. 

The dredging will be quite a task, 
for there are more boulders than any- 
thing else on the slioal. Tho sweep 
of the tides would scour any sand 
away, and blasting operations may 
have to be followed to get rid of some 
of the big boulders.

COURIERS ACROSS SAHARA. 

Now Service from Niger to Mediter- 
ranean — A 1,000 Miles Desert Route. 

Though a journey .across llie Stihara 
is still ,-in undertaking of some magni- 
tude, tlie pacillcation of the central re- 
gion by tiie Krench has been wonder- 
fully rapid tlurliig the last five year.s. 

Removed as It seems from the excit- 
ing influence of events In Morocco, and 
undisturbed hy Senusslto propaganda, 
the Frencli soldiers have been ;ible to 
establish friendly relations with the 
Tu.areg and other Berber tribes, and 
liave organized a cliaiii of posts riglit 
across the (l<\sert connecting Algeria 
with I''rencli West Africa. The route 
for tile telegraph ha.s been surveyed 
and a "wireless" installation l.s being 
established. 

Jlcantinie, by tho last mail from 
Dakar, the Governor of French West 
.\frlca reports thai' he has Instituted a 
monthly service by couriers between 
tile Niger and the Medilerraiieaii. 'J'he 
soutJiern point of departure will be tlie 
ancient town of (!ao, on the Niger, 
some two liuiidreil miles below 'I'im- 
bukio, and tlie point of ileiiartiire from 
Ihe north lnsnl,-i!i in tile oasis uf 'I'uat. 
which is some tiiree hundred miles 
south of tlie rail liead in the .Suii Oraii- 
asls. Intermediate posts liavc been es- 
tablished at Agados and the Ahaggar. 
The oversight of the now route covers 
fully l.nno mlle.s of desert. 

.Much Is expected in tile way of ae- 
cnstoining the wild tribesmen of the 
S:ihara to the new order of things from 
tile regul.nr running of this service, and 
possibly some development Oft trade 
nia.\- follow. Bui' at present It Will be 
useful chiefly as a means of rapid eom- 
mmiicatlon between the .French mili- 
tary posts. It la Intended that offlcors 
selected for service In or returning 
home from the Niger districts sliall 
moko use of tho transsaharan route, 
which will bo more direct anil I' ss 
costly than the joiirnoy from or to 
France via Senegal or llaliomey. Both 
horses and camels will be used on the 
new service. — Pall Mall Gazette,

Youth's Companion: Why we grow 
old Is a problem which many scientists 
have tried to solve. The fact that we

Some believe tliat It Is simply ii 
wearing nut process, and that tho body 
la used up by work Judt as an engine 
Is or a watch. But this Is no explana- 
tion, for a living machine which has 
within itself the iiower of regenera- 
tion, ns the animal body has. Is not 
oomparalile to a niachlno of llfelesH 
material, which friction wears iiwny 
and which ctinnol bi' aiitoni;iticall,\- 
renewed. 

'I'he cause of old ,-ige in the tissue..; 
Is a gradual loss of the pov.-.-r of ro- 
gener.ation. .\s the cells v.ear out wllli 
use they can no long.'r I.^e replaced 
b\- other ci-lls of the same sort which 
are .-ibh' to do th.- same work, but 
tlielr jilace Is lilled iiy lilirous material 
which is incapablo of doing the work 
necessary to nutrition and vital actlim. 

Tills e.xiilalns the process of grow- 
ing old, but gives no hint as to, the 
cause. One of tho most recent ,theorlo.s 
propo.sed to account for this fatal 
change In the body Is that of Prof. 
Motohhlkoff, of the Pasteur Institute 
In Paris, He kovs that there Is ,i 
constant warfare going on between the 
cells, such as those of tlie brain, the 
walks of the arteries, and tho varlou.-i 
organs, on the one hand, and those of 
lov.'cr order, the ")iliagocy tes" or eat- 
ing cells, on tlie other. Tho noble 
cells are nlwnys on tlie defeu.-ilvo, and 
so long as they are well nourished 
■they are able to reslat the attacks of

their enemies. But within the large 
intestine arc numbers of liactorl;! con- 
stantly creating jioisons which weaken 
the resisting power of tho^c noblo 
cells. 'I'he remedy Is to lessen the pro- 
duction of these poisons by attacking 
the bacilli which' make them. 

rhi.s Professor Metchnikolf proposes 
to do by Introducing harmless bacteria 
into the Intestines to tako tho place of 
the injurious ones. He says that 
amcmg these liarmlos.s bacilli are tho 
lactic acid bacilli — those which ara 
jiresent In sour milk; and ho advo- 
cates, thoi'tforc, the dally drinking of 
buttermilk. 

His tlieory is simiile, liut lie himself 
is nut so simple as to regard Viutter- 
milk as tlie elixir o<" life. He iiiain- 
tain.s onl>- that the use of sour milk 
helps to prolong life by ]>reventliig tlio 
formation of poisons wliich shorten it. 



Critic Speaks. 

In ,a criticism of lia.soliall regula- 
tions, an easlorii expert says: 

"1 mentioned last wei'k that some oC 
tho baseball rules are badly In need of 
revision. Another instance camo up 
this week when It was agreed to call 
flic last game with Duluth at a cer- 
tain hour to permit the team to catch 
a train. The rules provide for calling 
a game on account of darkness, rain, 
lire, panic, or other cause, which iiuts 
lilayers or patrons in ii panic. It is 
stipulated how runs siiould be scored 
In such cases. No provision Is made 
to call a game on account of tho tcuma 
iiaving to leave, hut I holievo in such 
an imstance it is usual to have tho 
si-.ore revert to the last innings, if lliu 
time elaiises before the te.'ims have 
both completed their innings, tlioiigli 
just why this should apjily In one caso 
and not In another Is not clear. How- 
ever, tiie jioint mtido by Acting-Mana- 
ger O'lSrieii in ills protest was prob- 
ably correct, but the absurdity of hia - 
contention Is shown by tlie fact if the 
score did go back to the end of tlio 
fifth, Winnipeg would still win. Any- 
way, the dilatory tactics employed by 
the visitors were such that Umplro 
Blackburn's decision In aweLrdtng the 
game to Winnipeg on those grounds 
was tho only proper one under the 
circumstances.

There has 
been buying of stocks recently on the 
assumption that with the uncertainty 
oyeif the two candidates definitely re- 
nioved' •there would bo some outside 
demand for stocks aroused. 

There wa.^ some buying at the low 
level, and induced by thi.s an agRres- 
sivo demand developed and prices ad- 
vanced vigorously. ThI.s movement 
had not proceeded far when stocks 
began to bo offered In a volume and 
with a porsistenco that argued some 
largo participation in- the market on 
that side. Selling orders In several 
stocks cams from an individual source 
in 5000 to 20,000 share portions, and 
this led to a supposition that plung- 
ing operation's were being renewed on 
the part of a recent speotacular per- 
former in tho market. 

Some of the stocks which figured 
most prominently in tlii.s week's mar- 
ket were affected by an exhaustion 
of demand at the higher prices. This 
was particularly true of American 
Smelting, Amalgamated Copper and 
tho two JIlll road stocks, which wore 
strong yesterday, and United States 
Stee! preferred, which rose buoyantlj- 
on a previous day. The sentimental 
effect of these weak points was con- 
siderable, and there was no such con- 
spicuous point of strength to off.sot 
it, as during other periods of realiz- 
ing during the week.

Coaccrning the first, popular belief 
Is that extreme I'ase In money rales l.s 
assured for a prolonged period. Hut 
e.Nperts In Lonih.ird stn-et are not so 
siu-e of thi.s. Tlui Bank of Kngiand 
rate may possibly go to 2 per cent in 
July, but, after this, It Is likely that 
circumstances will bring about a grad- 
ual return to 4 per cent, with some 
renewed easlng-off ne.xt spring. 

One reason for this expectation is 
that tho Coatlnental haulcs are f.'C- 
IJccted to continue their policy of ac- 
ciimuliitlng gold. Dospito vho large 
anujimta iilroady taken by Berlin, 
there has been a great Increase, this 
week, In German bills olTcrcd for dis- 
count here. There are partly Treas- 
ury bills, but partly also pure flnnirclal 
paper, backed by French bankers. 
Then, too, the very l.argc Issues of 
new securities on Ih.e London market 
attract attention. Kor tho half-year 
they have run to £110,000,000, tho 
largest In seven years past They ■woro 
only fSB.OOO.OOO in the similar period 
last year, £85,000,000 In 1906, and £69,- 
000,000 In the last year of really cheap 
jnoney, 190 1. 

This ■ view of the money market's 
futures is .also partly based on a feel- 
ing that traile may partially rovlve, 
In America and 'el.sowhorQ. It must ba 
confesseil. however, that there are lis 
yet no definite Indications of such re- 
vival.
